An airport official here who 
talked with two of the passengers 
before they were hurried off to 
seclusion in res tho uses said the 
passengers reported hearing a 
thunderous explosion. 

But the Riyadh radio broadcast 
reported the pilot said “a loud 
.noise" came from the area above 
the landing gear. “At the same 
time, pressure immediately fell 
inside the aircraft and there- was a 


shortage of oxygen." 

The radio said that cabin staff 
reported to the captain that a 
“piece of metal from the cover of 
the landing wheels had broken off ' 
and struck the underside" of the 
plane, opening a gaping hole 1.5 
metres long and a meter wide. 

“Two children sitting near this 
hole fell out of the plane,” said the 
report, indicating the children 
were sucked out as a result of the 
rapid decompression that created 
a strong outward suction. 

Passengers told the airport offi- 
cial here, who declined to be iden- 
tified. that they had unfastened 
their seatbelts after the plane 
reached its cruising altitude. 

The official said one passenger 


told him that “at the start, in 
Dhahran Airport, all was normal 
and the plane looked perfectly ail 
right to us. 

“But minutes after the plane 
was airborne and we had unfas- 
tened our seatbelts an explosion 
hit us like a thunderbolt.” the offi- 
cial. quoted the passenger as say- 
ing. 

The plane plunged downward 
and general panic erupted among 
the passengers, the official said, 
adding that “women were scream- 
ing. children were weeping." 

The official quoted another pas- 
senger as saying: ’“We felt the 
plane was plunging downwards. 
We felt these were our last 
minutes and our chances for sur-

ANKARA, Dec. 23 (R) — Four

Dec. 23 
(JT/Agencies) — U.S. Ambas- 
sador Donald McHenry said today 
he is more concerned about Israeli 
violation of international law in 
expelling two mayors from the 
occupied West Bank than about 
their use of U.N. headquarters for 
a hunger strike. 

Mr. McHenn- fold reporters 
that the United States is taking no 
position on the protest by Mayors 
Fahd Qawasmi of Hebron and 
Mohammad Milhem of nearby 
Halhoul. The two began their 
hunger strike on Friday after the 
Security Council voted unani- 
mously in favour of their right to 
return to their homes. 

Israeli U.N. Ambassador 
Yehuda Blum protested yesterday 
to Secretary General Kun Wal- 
dheim about the mayors* use of 
U.N. facilities for the strike, cal- 
ling Mr. Waldheim's acquiescence 
an "unfriendly act toward Israel." 

Asked if he shared Israeli con- 
cern about the precedent estab- 
lished. Mr. McHenry- said. “Well. 

I have a conem about the pre- 
cedent of violating international 
law." 

The mayors were expelled, 
along with the religious judge of 
Hebron, Sheikh RajabTamimi. in 
May after an attack on Jewish 
settlers in Hebron in which six 
died. Mayors Qawasmi and 
Milhem were allowed to return 
and appeal tbeir expulsion, but the 
appeal was rejected and the two 
were expelled again to Lebanon. 

Mr. Blum had told the Security 
Council before its latest vote that 
the council could not justify 
spending its time on the mayors' 
case, and he was incensed again by 
the hunger strike. 

“The resolution adopted by the 
Security Council on Friday last, 
contained an appeal to the gov- 
ernment of Israel but did not give 
permission for the holding of 
demonstrations inside U.N. head- 
quarters." he told to Mr. Wal- 
dheim, according to a statement 
released by the Israeli U.N. mis- 
sion. 

"To the best of our knowledge, 
this is the first instance in which 
the secretary general has author- 
ised the holding of a demon- 
stration inside the building and 
has thus broken with well- 
established practice." according 


to the Israeli statement.

•WE really do not wish to spoil anyone’s Christmas, but we 
cannot help but wonder how many of the pilgrims assembl- 
ing in Bethlehem tonight, filled with awe and respect and 
devotion at the chance to commemorate the birth of Jesus 
at the spot where it is said to have occurred, are aware of 
the more malevolent presence which surrounds them there 
in the Judean hills as elsewhere in Palestine. 

This is the fourteenth Christmas which Bethlehem has 
observed under the guns of Israeli occupation. The charm 
of the little town, the apparent good cheer of its Arab 
Inhabitants, cannot obscure the fact that some very nasty 
things have been happening here in that period, and most 
especially in the past year. 

A boy bom in Bethlehem on Christmas Day fourteen 
years ago would by now be well infused with an instinctive 
bitterness at the colonial occupation which has gripped the 
land of his ancestors, who may have been the very 
shepherds who, while watching over their flocks by night, 
received that first message of “peace on earth, goodwill to 
men.” 

Ask the Shomaly family of Beit Sahour, the village on 
the site of that original Shepherds' Field, about the peace 
and goodwill they have enjoyed during the past year, when 
the Israeli authorities bundled them out of their house, 
sealed its doors, and packed them off to a roofless hut in an 
abandoned refugee camp near Jericho, all because their 
young son had thrown a rock at an Israeli occupation 
patrol. 

Or ask the family and friends of Taghrid Butmeh. the 
woman Bethlehem University student who was wantonly 
shot dead by Israeli troops earlier this year. Ask the stu- 
dents of that and other Arab universities on the West Bank, 
who have endured a year of harassment and deprivation 
simply because they want to learn and want to be free. 

These undercurrents may not be apparent to the pil- 
grims gathering under the lighted Christmas tree in Manger 
Square tonight. Perhaps that is how it should be, since the 
message of hope and love and spiritual rebirth being cele- 
brated by pilgrims and Arab Christians alike on the site of 
Christ’s miraculous birth, must endure to conquer, not be 
conquered by. all the injustice and despair and bigotry of 
the real world around us. 

Muslims, who revere Jesus as a great prophet, and who 
are witnessing encroachment of their land and desecration 
of their Holy Places as well, stand with their Christian 
brethren in Palestine at this season in sharing the hope, and 
determination, that love and peace will reign once more in 
the Holv Land. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RA'I: The five pillars upon which Jordan's draft budget for 1981 is 
based are a real reflection of the domestic and pan-Arab responsibilities 
which our country shoulders honestly and in sincerity. 

The draft budget is also a reflection of the government’s plan and its 
working programme for I9S1 . The circumstances under which the budget 
was prepared and the factors influencing its size make it an ambitious 
budget to build a strong and modem Jordan which is capable of faring 
cultural challenges and all those of the day. and positively dealing with 
them. 

Needless to say. the political and pan-Arab dimension is the primary 
pillar of the draft budget. It steins from Jordan's allegiance to the pan- 
Arab responsibility which it has taken on itself. It also reflects the pledge 
jordan has made ro itself and to its Arab Nation to support the Palestinian 
.Arab people and their steadfastness in the occupied territories-, to regard 
the confrontation with the Zionist enemy as a comprehensive pan-Arab 
confrontation, as well as to support fraternal Iraq in its pan-Arab battle 
and to defeat the attempts to distort Jordan’s pan-Arab position behind 
Iraq. 

Undoubtedly, the strengthening of our valiant armed forces, upon 
’vhich the draft budget places due emphasis. is a manifestation of the 
pan-Arab commitment and the national sense of Jordan, because our 
armed forces are the asset of the Arab Nation and the pride of our people, 
their source of security and peace of mind. 

As for the second pDlar of the budget, namely to give momentum to 
development, with due consideration given to both economic and social 
development, this is a sincere expression of the organic cohesion between 
the dictates of pan-Arab commitment and those of domestic growth. 

Tie third pillar— efforts to provide basic foodstuffs to the public at 
reasonable prices— and the fourth— the provision of basic services- -are 
essential factors in providing a better livelihood for Jordan's citizens. 

As for the fifth pillar, namely to curb the gap between domestic 
revenues and the current expenditures of the state; it is a necessaiy 
measure characterised by ambition, and eagerness to preserve the sound- 
ness of the domestic structure.

The 
paper called for full cooperation 
among government officials, 
management and employees in 
bringing about a high awarenessof 
these problems. 

According to the paper, the goal 
of such involvement is to strike a 
balance between economic 
activities and the needs of popu- 
lation growth. 

Presenting the paper at the 
seminar today. Mr. Dajani said 
the problem is not a problem of 
the size of the population as much 
as one of the quality both of life 
and of the population. 

On the role of business owners, 
Mr. Dajani said that they should 
have a deep interest in population 
issues so as to be able to under- 
stand the grievances of their 
employees. 

Mr. Dajani noted that Jordan 
has a high rate of dependence in 
the family, meaning that the aver- 
age wage earner supports six peo- 
ple. Accordingly, the paper called 
for women to participate in help- 
ing their husbands shoulder the 
responsibilities of family support. 

Another paper presented today 
was one by the dean of the Shari'a 
College at the University of Jor- 
dan. Dr. Abdul Aziz A1 Khayyat. 
about family planning in Islam. 

In his paper. Dr. Khayyat 
defined family planning as “pre- 
meditated preparation" for mar- 
riage in terms of its costs and 
responsibilities. Family planning 
is one of the most complicated 
problems facing families in our 
times, he said. 

He went on to say that 70 per 
cent of divorces were due to the 
inability to have children. 

Two other papers presented 
today were entitled “Matching the 
Professional and Educational 
Rennaissance with Population 
Increase", and “The Role of Bus- 
iness Owners and Labourers in 
Handling Population Problems." 

In yesterday's session, the par- 
ticipants discussed a paper by Mr. 
Abdul Monem Abu Nowar. direc- 
tor general of the Census Depart- 
ment. on “The Population Situ- 
ation in Jordan and its Effects on 
Development.” They also heard a 
lecture by Dr. Tayseer Abdul 
Jaber. the Undersecretary of the 
Ministry of Labour, on the effect 
of population increase on health 
and nutrition. 

The three-dav seminar was the 
seventh activity to be sponsored as 
pan of the population project at 
the Ministry of Labour, which 
itself is co-sponsored by the Minis- 
try of Labour, the United Nations 
Fund for Population Activities 
and ihe International Labour 
Organisation. 


Local News Briefs 


AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — Her Highness Prin- 
cess Basina left for Kuwait today at the head of a 
delegation representing the Queen Alia Jordan 
Social Welfare Fund, for a tour of three Arabian 
Gulf states. In addition ro Kuwait, the tour will take 
the princess to the United Arab Emirates and 
Oman. The princess, who chairs the Queen Alia 
Fund, will hold talks with officials in charge of 
social activities in the three states on cooperation 
between the fund and their countries. She will 
explain the fund's next five-year plan and assis- 
tance the Gulf states might give to help it cany out 
its charitable projects in Jordan. During her stay in 
the Gulf. Princess Basma will also tour social 
institutions and look into the achievements of 
women in various pursuits. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Pelra) — The Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Council of Arab Economic Unity 
(CAEU). Dr. Fukhri Qaddouri. conferred with 
Minister of Industry and Trade Walid Asfour here 
today on proposed amendments to the Arab Lea- 
gue’s charter, particularly in matters connected 
with economic activity. They also reviewed steps 
taken in implementation of resolutions passed at 
the CAELTs 33rd session. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — The Amman and 
Water and Sewerage Authority is currently expand- 
ing water pumping stations at ‘Ain Ghazni and 
Shtneisam to enable these stations to cope with the 
additional quantities of water coining to the capital 
from Azraq oasis. The pumping of water from 
Azraq to Amman started early last month. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — Scopes of cooperation 
between Jordan and Oman in agriculture were dis- 
cussed at a meeting here yesterday between Minis- 
‘ ter of Agriculture Marwan Doudin and the Omani 
ambassador to Jordan. Mr. Nazar Mohammad Ali. 
They also reviewed arrangements for a visit to 
Oman by Mr. Doudin. due to take place earlv next 
year. 

KARAK. Dec. 23 (Petra) — The Agriculture 
Department here, in cooperation with the Ministry 
of Education and scouts organisations, has 
embarked on an afforestation programme In Yarak 
Governorate. Nearly 2.000 preparatory and sec- 
ondary students are voluntarily helping officials in 
planting as many trees as possible by the end of next 
month. The students are granted material assis- 
tance as well as free transport to and from the sites 
where the programme is being implemented. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — Amman Mayor lsam 
Ajlouni left Amman yesterday evening for Kuwait 
for a three-day visit in response to an invitation 
from Kuwait Mayor Abdul Aziz Al Adasani to 
participate in celebrations marking the 50th 
anniversary of the municipality’s establishment. 
Mr. Ajlouni will then leave for Jeddah to represent 
Amman Municipality in the meetings of the per- 
manent bureau of the Arab Cities Organisation 


scheduled to be held on Dec. 27. Mr. Ajlouni said 
that during his visit, he will hold talks with Arab 
mayors and heads of municipal councils on ways to 
enhance cooperation among Arab capitals and 
cities on the one hand and Amman Municipality on 
the other. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — The under-secretary 
of the Ministry of Social Development. Mr. 
Mohammad Wardam. returned here today after 
participating in the meeting of the Arab League 
Educational, Cultural, and Scientific Organisation 
council held in Tunis from Dec. 15 -Dec. 21. He said 
that the council discussed (he organisation's prog- 
rammes for 1982 and 1983. and educational prog- 
rammes in the coming decade, as well as the establ- 
ishment of an Arab institute for translation. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — An organisational 
plan for 1 14 villages in Jordan will be carried out in 
the first half of the coming year, according to Minis- 
ter of Municipal and Rural Affairs and the Envi- 
ronment Hassan Al Momani. He said that a prog- 
ramme of aerial photography of the city of Irbid. 
expected to cost nearly JD 400.000 will also be 
carried out in that period. At present, the ministry 
is drawing up unified bye-laws for construction, to 
be applied throughout the country. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — The Raghadan 
bakeries company has been fined JD ISO for vio- 
lating Ministry of Supply regulations, according to a 
sentence passed by the military court. The sentence 
was endorsed today by the military governor. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — Jordan today 
received a gift of 21 pickup trucks from the gov- 
ernment of South Forea. The trucks were delivered 
together with a supply of spare parts, and according 
to a statement, the trucks will be distributed to a 
number of ministries and government departments. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 (Petra) — Minister of Edu- 
cation Sa’ id Al Tal said today his ministry is seeking 
to make the two-year course of study at community 
colleges in Jordan equivalent to two academic years 
at university . Speaking during a visit to the Princess 
Alia women's community college. Dr. Tal said col- 
lege graduates would be able continue as 
advanced-placement university students, provided 
they demonstrate their ability and meet the 
required educational standard. The minister called 
for the development of educational plans and 
methods at various community colleges. 

AMMAN. Dec. 23 ( JT) — Four people were killed 
and 1 2 injured in a total of 1 1 road accidents which 
occurred in Jordan over the past 24 hours. Accord- 
ing to a spokesman for the Public Security Direc- 
torate. there were also 19 other incidents, which 
included four thefts and one robbery at a store in 
Amman.

Christmas Day usuullv wit- 
nessed family reunions, and after 
that the town of Bethlehem would 
return to its quiet, peaceful 
atmosphere. 

Lai holies came to this area only 
in the 19th century. 1.400 years 
after the Greeks, the largest of the 
eastern Orthodox churches which 
predominate in the Middle East, 
acquired the rights in most of the 
holy places. 

After hundreds of years of fight- 
ing. the powers and privileges ot 
the rival churches was set by 
Ottoman decree in IS52. The hie 
winners were the Greek Orthodox 
and Armenian churches. 

Protestants have no rights in the 
Church of the Nativity, although 
mass is open to all. On Christmas 
Eve. Protestants hold open-air 
services outside Bethlehem in the 
place revered as Shepherds 1 Field. 

Eastern Orthodox churches 
celebrate Christmas according to 
the Julian calendar on Jan. 7. 
Armenians celebrate Christmas 
on Epiphany, or Jan. (o by the 
Julian calendar. 

“Christmas is not a da\ lor giv- 
ing presents." says Sister 
Abraham of the Abyssinian 
Church, the national church of 12 
million Ethiopians. “We have 
nothing comparable to Santa 
Claus." 

Other Orthodox churches — 
Greek. Bulgarian. White Russian 
and a do 2 en.oihers — know Santa 
by one name or another. 

For Armenian children. Garant 
Baba fills the stockings on New 
Year's Eve. "Christmas is 
reserved for solemn rites." says 
Armenian Bishop Aris Shi’r- 
vanian. 

The Santa Claus figure prob- 
ably Ls a medieval import to the 
Orthodox churches from the 
West, says Greek Orthodox 
Father Innocent. “The eastern 
churches were then under the 
domination of the Turks. Many of 
our people fled to the West and 
brought back new traditions." 

Today few Greek Orthodox 
children know that St. Basil, the 
ruddy-faced visitor with the sack 
of presents, was once an austere 
monk whose fame spread from

Christmas dinner for the East- 
ern Orthodox is n»t the elaborate 
affair it is in the West. The holiday 
is preceded by a 40- day partial fast 
that runs through Christmas Day. 
For the observant that means no 
Christmas Eve turkey, no meat, 
no dairv products. 

Church celebrations resemble a 
Roman muss but are refined b\ 
local culture. Ethiopians, weak 
from their fast, lean on long 
T-shaped staffs throughout the 
six-hour midnight litany, cele- 
baled in the Abyssinian chapel in 
Jerusalem's Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre since they have no 
rights in Bethlehem. 

The Coptic Church, which is 
found predominantly in Egypt, 
also celebrates Christmas on jun. 
7. instead of Dec. 25. A month 
before Christmas, the Coptic 
Church holds masses in honour of 
the Virgin Mary. That month is 
called Kchik in the Coptic calen- 
dar. 

The Copts also stick fo a veg- 
etarian diet for forty days helore 
the fast. As Christmas Day 
approaches, each household 
thinks of the poor and a "corner 
for the poor" is allocated in each 
house yvhcrc any donations that 
the lamiiy could afford are 
stacked. 

Whether the donations are fond 
or clothing, every thing is given to 
the church, which then distributes 
them among the needv people. 
Every household grows wheal and 
lupins in small dishes. This is sym- 
bolic of the offering of the earth to 
the people who toil and plant it. 

On Christ mas Eve. families 
attend Midnight Mass. Children 
carry hollowed oranges, with slits 
on the side, with lit candles inisde 
them. The candle light is 
sy mbolic of coming of Christ — 
the Light of the World. 

Presents are given on the sec- 
ond day of Christmas, or ** Boxing 
Day” as it s known in the West. 
The logic behind this is that the 
shepherds in the Bethlehem area 
presented their gifts to Jesus on 
the second day of his birth. 

The Syrian Orthodox Church, 
found predominantly in the north 
of Syria and Iraq (especially i" 
Mosul), also has its «nvn bciiits 
and traditions about Christmas. 
The Syrian Orthodox Church is 
distinguished for its closeness to 
the Jerusalem tradition of the 
early church. Their present litur- 
gical language. Syriac, was the 
Eastern dialect of Aramaic, w hich 
was believed to be Jesus's mother 
tongue. In some villages in Syria, 
the language spoken is a dialect n| 
Aramaic or Svriuc.

;• CAIRO: The United States embassy has denied that Washington 
has requested the use of two military airstrips in Israeli -occupied 
‘ Sinai. Egyptian Deputy Prime Minister Fouad Mohieddin told the 
People's Assembly (parliament) Saturday that both the U.S. and 
Israel had ••insisted" that American forces be allowed to use the 
airstrips, which are in a part of Sinai due to be handed back to 
Egypt in 1 982. He said the idea had been categorically rejected by 
Cairo. Spokesmen for the U.S. and Israeli embassies said there 
: had been no official requests for use of the airfields. The Israeli 

• spokesman said the question had “arisen in conversation at var- 
ious levels over a period of time." President Anwar Sadat has 
offered Washington military facilities in Egy pt but. according to 
Mr. Mohieddin. this does not extend to Sinai. (R) 

BONN: A Bonn court has sentenced Libyan Bashir Ehmida to life 
! imprisonment for murdering a former diplomatic compatriot who 
, had refused to return to Libya. Judge Waiter Schmitz-Justen said 
Mr. Ehmida shot Mr. Omran Mehdawi four times in central Bonn 
last May 10. The defence, which gave notice of appeal, said 
Libya's revolutionary committee had passed sentence of death on 
Mr. Mehdawi. 42. a former economic attache at the Libyan 
: embassy. Earlier this year Libyan leader Col. Muammar Qadtiafi 
gave Libyans living abroad a June deadline to return home or face 
assassination. A number of Libyan exiles were killed in various 
European cities, apparently at the hands of assailants sent from 
Libya. The judge, who compared Mr. Ehmida to a Nazi criminal, 
said he had been brutal, merciless and stupid. He said Mr. Ehmida 
arrived in Bonn last April and lived in various hotels while he 
watched his victim. The judge said the court believed others had 
helped him. one of whom was being held in investigative custody 
in Rome. Defence lawyer Klaus Kugler said Mr. Ehmida believed 
he was justified in killing Mr. Mehdawi because he considered the 
revolutionary committee's sentence legal. He said Mr. Ehmida 
could not be viewed as more than an accomplice and should not be 
punished as an assailant. (R) 

CAIRO: U.S. Senator Carl Levin, R-Mich.. member of Senate 
arms services committee, ended a week long fact-finding tour in the 
Gulf states. Israel and Egypt Monday. U.S. embassy sources said 
Mr. Levin left for Washington earlier in the day after a meeting 
with Egy ptian Defence Minister Gen. Ahmad Badawi. During his 
24-hour visit here Mr. Levin also met President Anwar Sadat and 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Afi. No details of the meetings 
were released but sources said .Mr. Levin, who is on a fact-finding 
tour did not discuss specifics. The Senate, earlier this month 
approved a S 1 .3 billion economic and military package for Egypt, 
and S2.2 billion for Israel. (AP) 

TEHRAN: Three jailed Anglican missionaries and a British 
businessman detained in August will apparently spend Christinas 
in Iran as the less-pubfidsed “hostages." Scottish missionary Jean 
Waddell. 58. of Arbroath, missionaiy Dr. John Coleman and his 
wife Audrey, and businessman Andrew Martin Pyke have been 
denied all visits from relatives and British diplomats. They were 
detained separately for alleged espionage within a three-week 
period in August when British-iranian relations deteriorated 
after the arrest of Iranian student demonstrators in London. As 
far as is known, they have not been charged. Britain's Archbishop 
of Canterbury recently sent a personal letter to Iran's religious 
revolutionary' leader. Ayatollah RuhoIIah Khomeini, asking for 
permission to hold a Christmas service for the four but no reply 
has yet been received. (R) 

ISTANBUL: Istanbul police have arrested a group of 38 right-wing 
extremists recently, believed to be responsible For 20 Murders, 
according to police sources. Among the 38 were the suspected 
kilters of Turkish author and Television producer L/mit Kaf- 
taneioglu. who was shot dead on an Istanbul street earlier this 
year. Police said they found a machine gun. 12 automatic weapons 
and large quantities of ammunition and explosives in the extrem- 
ists’ homes. (R) 

BELGRADE: Yugoslavia's trade with Arab states rose by a third 
to $ 2221 1 million during the first 1 1 months of this year compared 
with the same period in 1979. officials said Monday. Yugoslavia 
traded most with Iraq, its main oil supplier, with exchanges worth 
SI. 114 million over that period, they added. |R) 

CAIRO: Egypt will start exporting locally-made ammunition for 
Soviet-designed BM-2I rocket-launchers next month, according to 
the head of military research. Maj. Gen. Youssef Afifi. He did not 
say which countries would receive the ammunition. Last October 
Somalia sent its deputy defence minister to Cairo to request 
Egyptian-made arms. Like Egypt. Somalia has an arsenal of 
largely Soviet Origin but political differences with Moscow have 
cut the flow of spare parts and ammunition. Egypt began making 
Soviet-style arms and ammunition in 1974 when Moscow 
imposed an arms embargo in retaliation for President Anwar 
Sadat's expulsion of 20.000 Soviet military advisers. (R)

ALGIERS: British Gas and the Algerian state oil and gas cor- 
poration Sonatrach have readied an Interim price agreement for 
Algerian liquefied natural gas (LNGl exports to Britain, the offi- 
cial Algerian news agency APS reported Monday. It said British 
gas would pay an average price of S4.60 for each million British 
thermal units (BTUS) forlhe first half of next year, rising to $4.80 
on July l. The $4.60 figure is the highest ever agreed to by any 
Sonatrah client and weakens the negotiating positions of buyers 
such as the American companies El Paso and Distrigaz. and the 
state-owned Gazde France. Spain's Enagas recently negotiated a 
price believed to be in the region of S4 a BTU . while the American 
firms and Gaz de France are paying $3.25. (AP) 

LONDON: The Duke of Kent, cousin of Britain's Queen Elizabeth 
!(. will make a tour of Bahrain. Qatar. Dubai. Sharjah and Kuwait 
between Feb. 4 and 13 in his capacity as vice-chairman of the 
British overseas trade board, the board announced Monday. (AP) 

KUWAIT: Kuwait Is increasing the price of its crude oO by about 
S3 a barrel from Jan. 1 following last week's 10 per cent rise 
agreed by OPEC ministers meeting in Bali, a Kuwaiti newspaper 
said today. The new price of a barrel of Kuwaiti crude would be 
either $34.50 or S35. compared to $31.50. at present. AI Qobos 
said, quoting a Kuwaiti official source. The Kuwaiti petroleum 
ministry declined comment on rhe report, which also estimated 
Kuwait's oil income in 1981 at 520 billion on the basis of the new 
price and at the present daily output of 1.5 million barrels a day.

Americans file 333 claims 
seeking $8 billion from Iran 


by Jewish Agency Director- 
General Shmuei Lahis after he vis- 
ited Israeli expatriates in New 
York.

NEW YORK. As negotiations for 
the release of American hostages 
in Iran appear to be making prog- 
ress, claims filed in U25. courts 
against Iranian assets are increas- 
ing every week. 

Since President Carter froze 
Iranian assets in U.S. banks on 
Nov. 14 last year, companies and 
individuals'' have been suing Iran 
to seek recompense for alleged 
breaches of contract, defaults on 
debt and expropriation of prop- 
erty following the revolution early 
m 1979. 

There are now 333 claims seek- 
ing a total of more than $8 billion 
from Iranian bodies, according to 
Mr. Thomas Shack of the 
Washington law firm Abourezk, 
Shack and Mendenhall, which is 
coordinating Iran’s defence. 

Most of the suits contain war- 
rants of attachment, intended to 
block the removal of Iranian funds 
form the United States after the 
freeze on assets is lifted. 

Iran has demanded that the 
claims be dropped as one of its 
conditions for releasing the hos- 
tages. But the executive affairs 
minister. Mr. Behzad Nabavi. says 
Iran has accepted a form of arbit- 
ration for investigating U.S. and 
Iranian 

Pursuing the court cases to their 
conclusion would create litigation 
of unprecedented proportions, 
lasting for years, said lawyers 
involved in the claims. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. gov- 
ernment is attempting to stay the 
litigation whil negotiations on the 
hostages continue, and it has 
achieved considerable success. 

The largest daim so far filed is 
for $450 million sought by Mr. 
William Bikoff and Mr. George 
Eisenpresser. The two New Yor- 
kers say they invested S 1 92.000 in 
an Iranian copper mining venture 
and are seeking compensation for 
expropriation of property, equip- 
ment and their interests in the 
mine. 

Other major claimants are 
banks which contend that Iran 
defaulted on its loans. The banks 
and their daims indude Chase 
Manhattan ($366 million). Bank 
of America (S337millionJ, 
Citibank ($117 million). First 
National Bank of Chicago ($86 
million) and Manufacturers 


Hanover Trust ($85 million). 

Companies which were 
involved in oil drilling in Iran are 
also after compensation. Sedco is 
seeking $ 1 75 million and Santa Fe 
International Corporation $168 
million for alleged breaches of 
contracts and expropriation of 
equipment. 

General Telephone and Elec- 
tronics. which has a contract to set 
up a telecommunications network 
in Tehran, is suing for $100 mil- 
lion. 

Iran has disputed the size of the 
daims. Mr. Shack, the lawyer 
dealing with Iran's defence, told 
Reuters: “There's a great deal of 
water in many of the claims." 

Lawyers and offidals noted that 
some suits seek payments for 
punitive damages and lost profits. 
One American official said that, 
when filing such daims. “people 
tend to be generous to them- 
selves." 

American daims against Iran 
could evenrually iota! many more 
than the 333 so far filed in the 
courts. A Treasury Department 
survey brought responses form 
some 2.200 potential claimants, 
offidals said. 

Reports from Tehran indicated 
that under the terms of a possible 
settlement between Iran and the 
United States, both countries 
might deposit funds with the 
Algerian government and a joint 
commission might arbitrate. 

Iran has filed a lawsuit in the 
United States to recover the 
wealth of the late Shah, which it 
daims is more than $30 billion. 

Mr. Paul O’ Dwyer, who is rep- 
resenting Iran in this suit, said in 
an interview that he hoped the two 
countries could establish a joint 
commission to arbitrate daims in 
detail. 


Referring to the daims of both 
sides. Mr. O'Dwyer said: “This is 
not something which lends itself to 
litigation.” 

But unless a settlement is 
reached which allows claims to be 
settled outside the courts, lawyers 
assume that the litigation will pro- 
ceed. 

Mr. Shack said his firm is pre- 
paring for the discovery stage, in 
which counsel for plaintiff and 
defendant seek information from 
each other before a formal trial. 

Iran's latest conditions included 
a stipulation that all its frozen 
assets, which would be attached by 
the suits, be transferred to the 
Algerian central bank before the 
hostages are released. 

The U.S. Treasury originally 
estimated the assets at about $8 
billion. Neither Treasury officials 
nor lawyers representing Iran will 
publicly venture an estimate of 
their current total, but it is 
believed to be considerably 
higher. 

The assets include gold bullion, 
which is much more valuable 
roday. Interest-bearing assets 
would have continued to earn 
interest, as much as $) billion by 
some estimates. 

Analysis also note that the fig- 
ure may have been increased by- 
oil payments made automatically 
to Iran for supplies contracted 
before the freeze but payable 
afterwards. Oil payments are 
normally subject to a 60-day 
delay. 

Iranian and American interests 
may also set differing values on 
assets. Some estimates of the pre- 
sent total have put it at around $ 1 3 
billion.

Muslims 
could not find a more law- 
abiding citizen in the entire 
country , and this respect for the 
law Jinnah had acquired from 
Islam, which gives no special 
rights or privileges to the rul- 
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ers. Islam upholds the rights or 
the citizens — Muslim or non- 
Muslim — and the law remains 
the same during peace and war. 
during normal times and 
emergencies. Jinnah 's idealism 
and thought were based on 
Islam. Muslim masses are tired 
of every form of tyranny and 
want to enjoy rights vouchsafed 
to every citizen in Muslim 
polities, provided they are run 
in accordance with the tenets of 
falam. The insistence of the 
people of Pakistan upon the 
revival of Islamic law and 
mores at present can be under- 
stood only in this tight,*' Dr. 
Qureshi writes.

U.S. as carmaker 


GENEVA, Dec. 23 (R) — The 
world's major international air- 
lines expect a record S2.5 billion 
loss this year, a leading air trans- 
port official said today. 

Mr. Knut Hammarskjoeld. 
director-general of the Inter- 
national Air Transport Associ- 
ation (IATA). said in an end- 
of-year review that 1981 promises 
to be little better for IATA’s 108 
member airlines, carriers of 70 per 
cent of the world's scheduled air 
traffic. 

“International scheduled oper- 
ations will probably Dot show a 
profit and the recently announced 
OPEC (oil) price increases add a 
new element of uncertainty to the 
airlines' future." he said in a 
report published yesterday. 

Airline revenues were expected 
to total $33.19 billion, a 19.2 per 
cent increase on last year's figure. 
But operating costs and interest 
payments were forecast to be 
$35.7 billion. 27 per cent up on 
1979. 

He said economic recession in 
industrial nations, inflation, rising, 
fuel prices and “haphazard gov- 
ernment regulatory approaches to

aviation” were the major factors 
combining to drive airlines into 
the red. 

International passenger traffic 
stagnated during 1980. Freight 
and mail turned the stagnation 
into an overall increase of two per 
cent, but it was the worst result 
since 1975. Mr. Hammarskjoeld 
said. 

About two thirds of airlines' 
costs now fell outside their con- 
trol. he reported. “This applies 
not only to the price of fuel but- 
also to a whole range of other 
expenses - particularly airport- 
landing and.. ..navigation charges. 
— set by governments with polit- 
ical as well as economic ends in 
mind. 

"The airlines continue to face 
an uphill rask.-.the very survival of. 
some of them may be put at risk, 
particularly as regards privately- 
owned carriers with no gov- 
ernment backing,'' he said.

BOMBAY, Dec. 23 (Agencies)

TOKYO. Dec. 23 (Agencies) — 
Japan has surpassed the United 
States this year to become tbe 
. world's largest automobile pro- 
ducer. according to a report 
released Tuesday. 

A report by the Japan Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers Associ- 
ation. a trade group representing 
13 carmakers, said Japanese pro- 
duction rose 15.1 percent to 10.1 
million units for the first 1 1 
months of the year. 

U.S. production reached only 
7.4 million units during the same 
January-November period, down 
from 10.9 million in the first 
three-quarters of 1 979. the report 
said. 

The trade association forecast 
that 8 million automobiles would 
roil out of American factories this 
year, compared with 1 1 .4 million 
last year. Japan was expected to 
produce 11 million units this year, 
compared with 9.6 million last 
year. 

Domestic sales have faltered in 


recent months, but exports for 
January -October, the most recent 
period for which data are avail- 
able. show a 35.1 per cent rise 
over last year, a a association 
spokesman said. 

Meanwhile, the Detroit. Gen- 
eral Motors (GM), the biggest 
U.S. automaker, expects an 
economic recovery and better 
sales next year, incoming GM 
head Roger Smith said in the 
company's eod-of-the-year mes- 
sage. 

GM is forecasting that the 
American market will be able to 
absorb more than 10 million cars 
and more than 2.7 million trucks 
in 1981. against nine million autos 
and 2.5 million trucks this year. 

The firm expects the American 
real gross national product to 
grow by two to three per cent next 
year, against the anticipated drop 
of 1.5 per cent for this year. Mr. 
Smith said that prospects for the 
first half of 1981 are worse than 
for the second half, due to high 
interest rates. 


in U.S. prime pulls $ down LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON. Dec. 23 (Rj — Signs of a fall in U.S. interest rates 
pulled the dollar down sharply on currency markets today amid 
cautious trading ahead of the Christmas holiday. 

A decision by several leading U.S. banks, including Chase 
Manhattan, to cut their prime lending rate by one point to 20.5 
per cent persuaded many investors that U.S. interest rates were 
heading down, dealers said. 

An earlier belief that prime rates, which hit a record 21.5 per 
cent last week, might go as high as 23 or 24 per cent caused the 
dollar to soar and gold to fall in recent weeks. 

But today the dollar dropped swiftly against most currencies. It 
fell in London to 1.9425 West German marks from 1.9615 last 
night and 2.0180 a week ago. The pound sterling rose ro 2.3750 
dollars, more than two cents up on last night. 

Many investors were unwilling to accumulate large currency 
surpluses ahead of the four-day Christmas holidays and were 
trying anxiously to balance their positions. Trading was light and 
this was exaggerating currency movements caused by changing 
views about interest rates, dealers said. 

Gold rose about $7 an ounce to S605 in London; A decline in 
interest rates attracts funds to gold by making alternative financial 
holdings less attractive. 


LONDON. Dec. 23 (R) — Gold shares closed firm while the rest 
of the market were steady to mixed in low volume, dealers said . At 
1500 the FT index was up 0.6 at 465.2. 

The renewed rise in the bullion price to over $600 pushed up 
gold shares but turnover was small due to seasonal influences, a 
point which applies to the rest of the market, dealers said. Move- 
ments among leading equities ranged to a few pence either way 
and government bonds showed falls of around 1/16 in shorter 
maturities. 

U.S. and Canadians were inclined higher. 

Redland firmed 2p to 162 after news Guest Keen and Brambles 
Industries of Australia will jointly acquire Redland Purie. Guest 
Keen ended 5p up. 

Oils were the active sector where BP, Shell and Ultramar 
showed net rises of between 2p and 4p and Buimah oil was 3p 
higher at 190 after it announced relinquishment of the credit 
facility extended by the Bank of England, dealers said. 

Fisons and Boots' ended 2p down and a penny up respectively at 
196 and 237 but the news of a merger of their respective 
agrochemical interest had little impact on share prices.

ABU DHABI. Dec. £ (R) — A 
central bank has replaced the cur- 
iencv board in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE)- a spokesman 
said today. 

The UAE president's cham- 
berlain, Sheikh Surour Ibn 
Mohammad, was appointed 
chairman of Che bank and Mr.

The Principle or Restricted 
Choice is much like an inn- 
keeper who has two choices 
on his menu. If he keeps try- 
ing to push one, it is usually 
right to assume that he is 
almost out of the other. 

North-South reached a 
reasonable slam in fine style. 
After South showed a good 
hand with long hearts, North 
cue-bid in clubs to show a 
maximum no trump with 
good heart support. South 
and North traded two addi- 
tional cue-bids before South 


elected to try for' the small 
slam. 

Declarer won the diamond 
opening lead in his hand and 
drew trumps in three rounds. 
Next came the ace of 
diamonds and three rounds 
of clubs, ending on the table. 
With the minor suits strip- 
ped. the. scene was set for an 
end play, which was South's 
chief hope to avoid losing two 
spade tricks. 

Declarer led a low spade 
from dummy and inserted 
the jack. West won the king 
of spades and. since a minor- 
suit return would surrender 
the contract via a ruff-and- 
sluff, he continued with a low 
spade. Which spade should 
declarer call from dummy? 

If you apply the Principle 
of Restricted Choice, you. 
should play the eight. The 
theory is that if West held 
both the king and queen, be 
could equally well have won 
the first spade trick with the 
queen. Thus, the fact that he 
did not means that he is 
unlikely to hold the lady. 

In fact, it is almost 2-to-l in 
favor of playing East for the 
queen. There are twice as 
many combinations for West 
to hold either K-9-x i-x) or 
Q-9-x-(-x) than specifically 
K-Q-xl-x). 

If you play the percen- 
tages, the eight will fetch the 
queen from East. It is a sim- 
ple matter to behead the lady 
with the ace and claim a well-' 
played and well-bid slam.

VATICAN, CITY, Dec. 23 (R) — Pope John Paul 
today issued a World Peace Day message that con- 
demned the nature of society in both East and West 
as not allowing true freedom. 


In a statement that criticised both communist and capitalist, the 
Pope attacked totalitarianism, suppression of the individual, mat- 
erialism. and the consumer society. 

There is no true freedom when all powers are concentrated in the 


hands of a single social class, a single race or a single group, or when

identified with the state.” he said. 


the common good is merged with the interests of a single party that is 




A society built on materialism, he added, "denies people their 
freedom when it submits individual freedoms to economic domi- 
nation. when it represses man’s spiritual creativity in the name of a 
false ideological harmony... when in practice it reduces to nothing the 
power to participate in public affairs.” 

Pope Paul VJ designated Jan. 1 World Peace Day 1 4 years ago and 
since men the pontiff has always issued a message to the world to 
mark the occasion several days in advance. 

The Pope said the freedom of the "consumer society" did not 
really deserve that name. 

"The insatiable pursuit of goods is not subjected to the law of 
justice and social love.” he said. "Such consumerism involves a 
limitation on the freedom of others." 

The Pope denounced the "permissive society", saying it was a 
"caricature of freedom to claim that people are free to organise their 
lives with no reference to moral values.” In all cases he condemned 
violence as a means to freedom. 

Great powers which imposed their will on other nations were also 
criticised with words that had extra meaning coming from the 
Catholic Church's first Polish pontiff at a time when his native 
country is still in a state of political unrest: 

“The freedom of nations is wounded when small nations are forced 
to align themselves with large ones in order to ensure their right to 
independent existence or survival.” 

"Freedom is wounded when the relationships between peoples are 
based... upon the right of the most powerful, upon the attitude of 
dominant blocs and upon military or political imperialism.” he 
stated. 

The Pope declared that freedom was also limited for individual 
• who. as a result of uncontrolled industrial, urban or bureaucratic 
development, find themselves caught up in a giant machine, in a 
tangle «»f unwanted or unmanageable procedures.” 

He concluded that man was essentially free because he had the 
faculty of self-determination, but urged governments "to guarantee 
each individual's possibility of realising his or her human potential to 
the full.” 

“Let us not await the peace of the balance of terror.” he urged. 
"Let us instead begin by respecting true freedom." 

The message, wnitten in Italian, was made available in six other 
languages — Polish. English. French. German. Spanish and Por- 
tuguese. 

He asserted that freedom is reduced in a society "that lets itself be 
guided by the dogma of indefinite material growth, by the pursuit of 
wealth or by the arms race.” 

The Pope warned that the economic crisis now affecting all 
societies, unless tackled with a different set of priorities, "could easily 
lead to the adoption of measures that would reduce still further the 
measure of freedom...” 

. He said the "uncontrolled pursuit of material goods and all kinds 
of services offers only an apparent increase of freedom to those who 
benefit from them.”

PEKING. Dec 23. (R) — Mao 
Tse-tung's widow Jiang Qing dis- 
rupted the proceedings in China’s 
special court again today, calling 
the judges and chief public pro- 
secutor fascists and shouting at 
witnesses, acoording to official 
reports. 

The presiding judge warned her 
that by doing so she was laying 
herself open to a heavier sentence. 

The court. Trying heron charges 
of counter-revolution, which 


amount to having directed Mao’s 
Cultural Revolution from 1966- 
76. today concluded its exami- 
nation of her case, leaving only the 
summing-up before the judges 
rtire to consider their senrence. 

Jiang Qing is the lasr of the 10 
defendants in the trial to have her 
case concluded. The summing-up 
procedure against her nine co- 
defendants, including the other 
three members of the so-called 
Gang of Four, has already ended. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 23 (R) — 
The United States' defence 
department has admitted that 32 
serious accidents involving U.S. 
nuclear weapons have occurred in 
the past 30 years, over twice the 
number in its last official count in 
196S. The Pentagon was com- 
menting on a Reuter story at the 
weekend which quoted an interim 
defence department report not yet 
made public as saying at least 27 
such accidents bad occurred since 
1950. 

The story also quoted Pentagon 
.officials assaying there might have 
been up to 10 other such accidents 
which were too senentive to 
describe because of the countries 
where they had occurred. 

The official count in 1968 was 
"broken arrows.” the Pentagon 
code word for mishaps such as the 
recent non-nuclear explosion of a 
Titan D missile m Arkansas, in 
which a maintenance man was , 
killed and several people were 
injured. 

“We have no quarrel with the 
accuracy of the Reuter story," a 
Pentagon spokesman said. “We 
conferred today and our count is 
32 serious accidents.’' 

Pentagon officials have said 
there was no conspiracy to with- 
hold information about accidents 
involving nuclear weapons, but 
there was a dispute within the 
government over which ones qual- 
ified as “broken arrows.” 

The Centre for Defence Infor- 
mation (CDI). a private research 
group based in Washington, main- 
tains there have been 95 such inci- 
dents between 1950 and 1975. 
and more since 1975 than the Pen- 
tagon has admitted. 

Two former Pentagon officials 
told Reuters that one of the acci- 
dents included in the interim 
report might have led to a nuclear 
catastrophe. 

In 1961 a crashing B — 52 
bomber jettisoned two bombs 
over Goldsboro. North Carolina. 


The officials, who asked not to 
be named, said both bombs were 
of 24 megatons and one attached 
to a parachute struck a tree, 
releasing five of six interlocking 
safety switches. 

The Pentagon has defined to 
confirm or deny that a nuclear 
blast nearly occurred, but one 
official said he doubted that 
bom bs as powerful as 24 megatons 
would have been on the B — 52. 

One government official said 
that because of advances in safe- 
guards against accidental nuclear 
detonation, nuclear terrorism was 
more of a potential danger than 
accidents. 

He said U.S. army special forces 
(commando) units had been spe- 
cially trained to combat terrorists 
who seized nuclear weapons stor- 
age sites.

Indian parliament passes 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 23 <R) — The Upper House of the Indian 
parliament early today approved the govermnet’s controversial 
national security biU which provides for preventive detention with- 
out trial for up to 12 months. 

The bill, which was passed by the Lower House on Dec. 16. now 
becomes law. 

Opposition members denounced the bill as a “black law” and a 
“draconian measure.” and staged a walkout when the debate 
continued after midnight. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's government has said the law 
mil not be used against political opponents. But the Press Trust of 
India ( PTI) reported that a student leader was arrested under die 
detention law in the northeastern state of Assam yesterday. 

PTI said 23 people has been detained under the new measure in 
Assam, where more than 260 people were killed in IS months of 
anti-immigrant agitation. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 23 ( AP) — The 
Soviet Union today gave a hero’s 
funeral to Alexei Kosygin in a 
full-dress military ceremony 
before thousands of citizens and 
troops on Red Square. 

The ashes of the former pre- 
mier. who lay in state yesterday 
and was cremated overnight, were 
borne into Red Square on a gun 
carriage pulled by armoured veh- 
ide. 

Against a background of fun- 
eral music. President Leonid 
Brezhnev, and other top leaders 
carried the um containing the 
ashes to a niche in the Kremlin 
wall — the traiditional resting 
place of Soveit heroes. 

Artillery fire echoed across the 
square in memory of the premier, 
wbo died ou Thursday at the age 
of 76 after 16 years as head of the 
Soviet government. 

As usual in Soviet state fun- 
erals. no religious element was 
evident. A fine of generals carried 
Mr. Kosygin's medals on red cush- 
ions while citizens and other 
troops held aloft wreaths and Mr.

ing, 


Dark-clad family members 
stood next to the urn as Premier 
Nikolai Tikhonov. Mr. Kosygin’s 
successor, read out a eulogy from 
the top of the Lenin Mausoleum. 

As Mr. Brezhnev looked on, 
Mr. Tikhonov. 75. said Mr. Kosy- 
gin’s life was dedicated to the 
“struggle for communist ideals." 

Another speaker. Light Indus- 
try Minister Nikolai Tarasov, 
praised Mr. Kosygin's traditional 
doseness to the country’s con- 
sumer goods sector. 

Mr. Tarasov said Mr. Kosygin 
showed “inexhaustible energy” 
and constant dedication to the 
production of goods for the Soviet 
people. The Soviet Union’s 1981 
economic plan, for the first time, 
calls for a greater output growth in 
consumer goods industries than in 
heavy industry . 

A Leningrad factory worker 
also eulogised Mr. Kosygin wbo 
was a Leningrad native and 
former mayor of Russia's second- 
largest city. 


Mr. Kosygin’s ashes were 
placed in the Kremlin wall next to 
those of Fyodor Kulakov, a 
member of the Soviet Communist 
Party’s ruling politburo who died 
in 1978 and was the recipient of 
the last Red Square funeral. 

Bands played the Soviet 
national anthem in quick time — 
traditional at state funerals and 
crack marching troops paraded 
across the square in Mr. Kosygin’s 
honour at the end of the 45- 
minuted ceremony. 

The hero's funeral for Mr. 
Kosygin contrasted with the burial 
of the country’s last two premiers. 
Nikiti Khrushchev, who died in 
1971. and Nikolai Bulganin, who 
died in 1975. They were both 
buried in private ceremonies at 
Moscow’s prestigious 
Novodevichy Cemetery, instead 
of being accorded full state hon- 
ours. 


Quake jolts 

northern Italy 


MILAN, Italy, Dec. 23 (AP) — 
A strong tremor jolted a wide 
area of northern Italy at lunch 
time today, a month after a 
massive earthquake struck 
southern Italy and killed nearly 
3,000 people. 

First reports said cracks 
appeared in some old buildings 


in towns southeast of Piacenza, 
between Milan and Bologna. 
There were no immediate 
reports of injuries. 

The tremor was felt in 
Genoa, fiofogna, Milan, 
Parma, Pavia, Piacenza, Bres- 
cia and Ferrara, according to 
initial reports.

Firemen and switchboards of 
Milan newspapers received 
hundreds of calls by people 
seeking information about the 
quake.

.covite. cut down a decorated 
state-owned blue fir near his 
apartment last Dec. 29 when his 
wife complained about the forlorn 
'tree he bought at the holiday 
bazaar. Trud said. 

Police found the culprit by fol- 
lowing his footprints in the snow 
from the stump to his home. Mr. 
Kolonfayev was fined 144 rubles 
($212). 

The holiday revelry isn’t only 
for Soviet children. Champagne 
and vodka are downed in vast 
quantities by adults to usher in the 
New Year. Thousands gather at

There was still confusion over 
who won the contest of wills bet- 
ween the guerrillas and the British 
government. 

Both sides claimed victory after 
the hunger strike ended last 
Thursday. But a four-year “dirty” 
protest in the Maze prison 
dragged on with some 470 jailed 
gurriilas refusing to wear prison 
uniforms. The men wear only 
blankets and smear cells with their 
own excrement. 

IRA sources termed the situ- 
ation a stand-off with the pris- 
oners waiting for the British to 
implement reforms the guerrillas 
say the hunger-strikers won and 
the British saying better con- 
ditions will only be given to con- 
forming prisoners. 

Nevertheless, sources dose to 
the outlawed IRA's “provisional" 
wing said guerrilla leaders were 
expected to order their men to- 
maintain the low profile they 
adopted during the hunger strike 
until the new year. 

The sources said the Proves are 
not likely to announce a formal 
Christmas truce in their campaign 
to end British rule in Northern Ire- 
land. but one informant noted: 
“Things will probably stay cool 
while the consequences of the- 
hunger strike are fully assessed.”
